We have not yet e 
quailed all ilie line models in the arts and sciences, 
which have been set before us by nations older 
and niider fardiiferent circumstances. Hut toe in 
tcllcctiial energies of a young and Hbrifly nation 
cannot for ever be confined to inutalioji. 'I bey; 
w ill find a more summary course to diMinctiou. 
than to yield to others the privilege of making the 
imidet and deciding alone iijinu the merits of ll.civ 
iiuitaliiin. 

Where all the physical, moral, a.nd intel- 
lectual powers of a coiiiitry are U* > -loping them- 
selves with siicli astonisliing rapidity , It would he 
strange indeed, if tbe stronger and bolder niiinls, 
should not break out into some new channels, and 
show forms and moijjlicalions , peculi’ir as the cir- 
Luiiistanccs by which they arc influenced. 

We mean to watch ihe elfoi'ls of native gertfns 
talents, and render to them (he bunur th< y dosei ve 
lint we mean mil to encourage a chilJisii national 
vanity.
